STOKES IS TRAILING 
IN GOVERNOR RACE 


Larson Has Advantage Over 
G. 0. P. Field in Guber- 
natorial Primary. 


Newark. N. J., May 15 (A.P.).— 
Hoover delegates facing opposition from 
men pledged to Lowden in today’s 
primary in six of the twelve New Jer- 
sey districts appeared to be gaining 
steadily in their leads, according to 
late returns. 

Representatives Seger and Hoffman, 
of the seventh and third districts, re- 
spectively, the only Republican con- 
gressional candidates who engaged in 
contests, apparently were renominated. 

In the republican gubernatorial con- 
tests, 304 districts reported the vote 
as follows: 

Larson, 8.211; Carey, 5,048; Doremus, 
4,038; Harrison, 3,995. 

Returns gave a slight lead to former 
Senator Joseph 8. Frelinghufsen in the 
five-cornered senatorial contest. In 
274 of the State's 2,917 districts, many 
of them from the farming communi- 
ties, where he was particularly strong. 
he received 6,528 votes; against 6,378 
for former Gov. Edward C. Stokes, who 
is running with the » pport of United 
States Senator Edge. Hamilton F. Kean 
was third with 5,520 votes; Mrs. Lillian 
F..Feickert, AntiSaloon League Candl- 
date, fourth, with 1,438, and former 
Representative Exiward W. Gray, an 
avowed wet, fifth, with 809. 

Edwards Is Renominated. 

The Democratic party has renomin- 
ated United States Senator Edward I 
Edwards without opposition and Will- 
fam L. Dill also was given a clear field 
in the gubernatorial race. 

Gov. Smith of New York was assured 
28 additional votes at the Democratic 
national convention, and Secretary of 
Commerce Herbert C. Hoover was given 
21 of the 31 Republican delegates, with 
indicati8ns that he would receive the 
support from at least four other dis- 
tricts. 

The Democratic candidates for dele- 
gate at large, which included Gov. 
Moore, Senator Edwards and Represen- 
tatives Moore and Norton, had a clear 
field, and there were only two contests 
for district delegates where personal 
fights were involved and not the Smith 
candidacy. 

In six of the twelve districts Repub- 
lican delegates were elected without op- 
position and all were regarded as favor- 
able to Hoover.

KELLOGG PAGT APPROVAL 


Lord Reading Voices Deep 
Appreciation of the U. S. 
Pian to End War. 


ACTION 


London, May 15 (A.P.).—-Prompt and 
favorable acceptance of the proposal of 
the American Secretary of State, Frank 
B. Kellogg, for outlawing war was voted 
unanimously by the House of Lords to- 
day. This action was taken on motion 
of the Marquis of Reading, who was 
high commissioner te the United States 
as ambassador extraordinary and plenit- 
potentiary from January 1918 to May 
1919. 

Introducing his motion Lord Reading 
remarked that the debate in the House 
of Commons had proved that all parties 
agreed in welcoming the _ proposal, 
which constituted the most momentous 
step in pursuit of world peace ever 
made. Mr. Kellogg's proposal was 80 
simple, and yet so comprehensive, “e 
said, there was no real objection to 
immediate acceptance, leaving matters 
of detaii for future negotiations. 

Once the proposal was accepted, con- 
tinued Lord Reading, there would exist 
among the powers most formidable in 
the world today an agreement solemnly 
entered into, which meant that every 
dispute, whatever its character, origin, 
implications or consequences would be 
settled in a pacific way. Great Britain 
had the proud history of having kept 
her treaties scrupulously, and it might 
be supposed impossible for her to enter 
into a treaty of this character while 
she was party to the covenant of tie 


League of Nations and the Locarno 
pact. Fortunately, Lord Reading said, 
Mr. Kellogg had formally recognized 
this difficulty in advance. 

Lord Cushendun, in behalf of the 
goyesnment; Lord Parmoor, Lord Cecil 
and other members of the house en- 
dorsed Lord Reading’s remarks.

No Land. Found by Nobile 
In Unexplored Polar Area 


Dirigible, on Way to Leninland, Is Weighted by Ice. 
Pack More Solid Than at North Cape, Says 
Radio Message to Rome. 


Rome, May 15 (A.P.).—The dirigible 
Italia has reached hitherto unexplored 
parts of the Arctic, according to a radio 
message from Gen. Umberto Nobile re- 
ceived by the Stefani News Agency here. 
No land had been sighted up to 9 p. m., 
Greenwich time, when the message was 
sent. 

The message said that the dirigible 
had become heavy with ice which 
formed on its side during the flight 
through fog and an adverse wind had 
cut the speed of the great ship down to 
50 kilometers. Otherwise the dirigible 
was proceeding satisfactorily toward its 
present goal of Lenin Land. 

The message read: “At 21 hours our 
position is 81:29 north latitude 35:50 
(east longitude, For some hours we 


have been cruising over unexplored area 
between Spitzbergen and Franz Josef* 
Land. Flying 150 to 200 meters alti- 
tude under fog. Radius of visibility 
about 10 miles. Wind contrary, of 
about 30 kilometers velocity, reduced 
our speed to about 50 kilometers. Fog 
caused much ice to form, with notice- 
able heaviness of dirigible. | 
“Everything else is all well. No trace 
yet of land. The ice pack is more com- 
pact than at North Cape, and it ap- 
pears most favorable to our progress.”

Trade in First Quarter Brings 


Volume Back to Where 
It Was Last Year. 


FIGURES FOR MARCH 
SET 15-YEAR RECORD 


More Autos Produced Than at 
Any Time Since 1926; Dis- 
tribution Also Grows.

Reviewing business conditions for the 
first quarter of the year, the Federal 


Reserve Board announced yesterday | 


that industry and trade had regained 
lost ground and reached about the same 
volume as a year ago. The output of 
Manufactures, the board said, increased 
rapidly during the quarter culminating 
in @ production in March that exceeded 
any month during the fifteen years’ ex- 
istence of the Federal Reserve System. 

“The present high level of manufac- 
turing is due almost entirely to in- 
crease in the steel, automobile, food and 
paper industries, as other important 
groups, notably the textile and leather 
industries, have been less active dur- 
ing recent months,” the review con- 
tinued. “Steel production, which de- 
clined sharply during the last half of 
1927 to the lowest levels since 1924, has 
risen even more rapidly since December, 
and in March the output of steel in- 
gots was only slightly smaller than that 
for March of last year, which was the 
largest ever recorded.” 


Auto Trade’s Gains Big. 


Particular activity also has been 
noted in the automobile trade, the 
board said, adding that within recent 
months the Ford and other companies 
have increased production, with the re- 
sult that the output of automobiles. 
which in December was the smallest 
for any month since 1922, totaled in 
March about 413,000 cars. the largest 
mumaber for any months since August, 

“Building activity increased, especi- 
ally in February, and contracts awarded 
during the quarter slightly exceeded 
awards in the corresponding period of 
last year,” the Review added, “The 
volume of mineral production on the 
other hand, has not changed much for 
several months and has continued to 
be considerably smaller than during the 
early part of last year. 

“Distribution of goods through 
wholesale and retail channels, taking 
the country as a whole, was slightly 
larger in the first quarter of this year 
than in the same quarter of 1927. 
partly im consequence of larger pur- 
chases this year than last by residents 
of agricultural districts, but in part 
also because of recent improvement in 
industrial districts. 


Expansion of Industry. 


“The expansion of industry and 
trade was accompanied in February, 
March and April by an increasing de- 
mand for bank credit and an increase 
by more than the usual _ seasonal 
amount in commercial loans of member | 
banks in leading cities,” the report 
said, “In March and April loans made 
by these banks on the security of stocks 
and bonds, including loans to brokers, 
increased rapidly to the highest level on 
record. 

“Loans and investments increased by 
$700,000,000 and were in April nearly 
$350,000.000 larger than at the begin- 
ning of the year and considerably 
larger than at any previous record. 
Somewhat less than half of the recent 
large increase represented a_ rapid 
growth in February, March and April 
in commercial loans. 


Growth of Distribution. 


“These loans in November, December 
and January, however, when industry 
and trade were relatively ianctive, were 
for the first time in several years no 
higher than at the same time in the 
preceding year. 

“The recent increase, therefore, which 
has been the most rapid for this season 
of the year since 1923, may be taken in 
considerable part as reflecting coinci- 
dent growth, from an unusually low 
level and in more than the usual sea- 
sonal amount, in the production and 
distribution of goods. 

“There has not been at this same 
time, however, any sustained increase 
in the demand for currency for circula- 
tion, which was late in April at a level 
but little higher than two or three 
months before and continued, as in

“Tanning of leather» was larger in 
1927 than in any other year since 1923. 
Stocks of hides and skins and of fin- 
ished leather, as well as supplies. of 
cattle for slaughter have decreased 
during the past few years, and prices 
of hides and leather have advanced in 
recent months to ne’ high levels for 
the postwar period, 

“Boot and shoe production also in- 
creased last year. Since last autumn, 
however, the output of both leather 
and shoes has declined relatively to the 
usual seasonal trend and stocks of some 
types of leather have increased slightly.”

The fearlessness of Mrs. Julie M.

Some of them 
stopped and curtsied very solemnly be- 
fore the President while others walked 
with their faces straight to the front 
but with their little eyeballs almost 
bobbing out of their sockets in their 
efforts to get a sidewise glance. 

One little-miss was so intent ol 
stopping and looking at the President 
with her fingers in her mouth that the 
picture of her as she paraded past was 
that of her mother literally dragging 
her, 

There came, too, a group of grand 
dames and when they curtsied with 
their wide sweeping skirts, there was 
the sound of turmoil of leaves in a 
forest. Gay young debutantes who 
showed peeps of their ankles with a 
reckless abandon were a part of the 
procession. And at the rear were three 
of the F street type of boys about town 
that is, of the period of 1789. 

As evidence of the fact that it was 
comparatively little trouble for Annap 
olis to turn back the pages of time 
for a century and a half, perhaps the 
first sight that greeted the President 
when he rode into town was an Ox: 
drawn team with the colored driver fast 
asleep. He wasn’t concerned as to 
where he was going, but the oxen, they 
were going home, slowly but surely, and 
to all outward appearances that was 
perfectly agreeable to the somnolent 
bundle on the driver’s seat.

All Other Religions Embraced 
in Hinduism, Asserts For- 
mer U. S. Girl. 


LOVE FOR ALL BEINGS 
; TAUGHT, SHE EXPLAINS 


Bride of Former’ Indore Ruler 
Is Threatened With 
Appendicitis. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 


Paris, May 15.—Her transition from 
Christianity to Hinduism has “been 
no moral change, in spite of the dif- 
ferent rites,” Sharmishthabal Holkar. 
the former Miss Nancy Ann Miller, of 
Seattle, said today in her first inter- 
view since her conversion. Her hus- 
band, Sir Tukojirao Holkar, former 
Maharajah of Indore India, said he con- 
sidered the marriage as “the East ex- 
tending its hand to the West.” 

The former ruler and his bride were 
interviewed in a chateau in the forest 
of St. Germain, near Paris, where they 
went two days ago on their first visit 
to the western world since their mar- 
Tiage. Since their arrival they had re- 
fused to see all callers. When The 
Washington Post-Herald Tribune cor- 
respondent called this morning he was 
interviewed by three secretaries and 
not admitted until he proved that he 
had more than a cursory knowledge of 
Hinduism. 

Once admitted, Sir Tukojirao and the 
former Miss Miller were gracious’ in 
their reception and insisted that the 
Visitor remain for luncheon. After 
luncheon, seated on a Louis XVI sofa 
in the drawing room of the chateau, 
both dropped some of the reserve they 
had maintained since their wedding. 
The bride spoke timidly throughout 
the visit, seeming somewhat abashed 
by a horde of servants and the almost 
regal ceremonial which attended her 
every entrance to and departure ffom 
the room. 

Is Striving of Soul. 


“Do not think,” she said, “that by 
acopting Hinduism as a religion that I 
had to give up Christianity. I have not 
cone so, for Hinduism is one of the 
greatest religions in the world and con- 
tains in it all other religions and all 
other philosophies. Just as are Protes- 
tantism and Catholicism, it is the striv- 
ing of the human soul for the great 
ideal of truth and brotherhood. 

“I have found in Hinduism, more. 
perhaps, than in any other religion, the 
wonderful love of all beings. My change 
in religions has not really been a moral 
change for me, in spite of the different 
rites I have gone through. They mean 
so little in comparison with eternal 
truth.” 

All the servants in the house and her 
husband when speaking formally call 
the maharanee “highness.” There was 
nothing Oriental in her dress. Pale of 
complexion, with auburn hair, she was 
dressed today in a sports suit of light 
green. The only exotic touch in her 
costume consisted in two thin gold 
chains around her wrists and a pear! 
necklace. Her manner was meditative 
and she spoke deliberately. 

“I shall love to go back to India,” 
she said, “as the people there have 
been so nice to me. They have greeted 
me as one of their own family, and 
I felt perfectly at home all the time 
I was there. It was not difficult at 


all to become adapted to life in that

be happy in the country of the man 
she loves. 


Climate No Great Change. 

“The climate of India has not been 
a@ great change for me, either. In the 
north it is almost like the States— 
very hot in summer and cold in winter. 
But I shall enjoy steying for a while 
in our chateau. JI still have to ¢ér- 
range it propérly, to buy lots of things 
to fill our library, to get some furni- 
ture and to make our house more com- 
fortable.”

LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


Expected to Refrain From 
Acting Unless Requested 
by Member Country. 


EMPIRE GIVES REASON 
FOR USING ITS TROOPS 


Holds Action Not Inimicable 
to China; Sought to Pro- 
tect Nationals. 


Geneva, Switzerland, May 15 (A.P.). 
—The League of Nations is having a 
difficult time trying to decide what to 
do about the Japanese-Chinese dispute 
which continues to hover over the 
League Palace without officially pass- 
ing its portal for official league action. 


Sir Eric Drummond, the secretary- 
general, received an official communi- 
cation today touching the Shantung 
dispute, from Minister Sato, who is the 
son of a former Ambassador at Wash- 
iftgton and was one of the Japanese 
delegates at the Portsmouth confer- 
ence which ended the Russo-Japanese 
war. 


Will Be Kept Confidential. 


Sato has charge of the Japanese ac- 
tivities of the league and although 
attached to the Japanese embassy in 
France is solely responsible to Tokyo. 
He communicated the text of two 
declarations issued by the Tokyo gov- 
ernment within the past month ex- 
plaining why Japan sent troops to 
Shantung and additional warships into 
Chinese waters,’ adding that he did 
this to show the reasons for Japan's 
action. 

After a hurried consultation among 
the leading figures in the league sec- 
retariat, it was agreed to send copies 
of the communication to the members 
of the council and also to issue an of- 
ficial communique to the world -press 

Later, this decision was counter- 
manded and it was decided not to give 
the same treatment to the Japanese 
letter as to the recent protest from 
the Nanking Nationalist government, 
on the ground that the communica- 
tio1. was not directly received from the 
government at Tokyo, as well as be- 
cause Sato did not specifically request 
distribution of his letter. 


League Expected to Rest. 


Another reason for the shift in the 
attitude of the league was in the gen- 
eral expectation that Tokyo will for- 
ward a statement directly taking 
Nanking’a charges that Japan 1s 
threatening world peace by making war 
on China.

TEN KILLED AS QUAKE 
WRECKS PERU TOWN 


Cathedral Spire Falls on 
School; 7 Cities Report 
Continuing Shocks. 


Lima, Peru, May 15 (A.P.).—-Reports 
from Chachapoyas, capital of the De- 
partment of Amazonas, cay that town 
was left in ruins, with ten dead, by 
the earthquake that rocked the whole 
northeast section of Peru and part of 
Ecuador yesterday. Among the build- 
ings destroyed was the cathedral, a 
notable example of Spanish colonial 
architecture. One of the towers fell 
into a school building. 

First report was received from the 
State telegraph office there which had 
established temporary quarters in a 
plaza, but a second quake, at 11 o’clock 
last night, cut the telegraph communi- 
cations. Late reports from northeast 
Peru say the earth movements were 
continuing intermittently. Repeated 
shocks are reported at Trujillo, Iquitos, 
Chilete, Piura, San Miguel de Piura, 
Tuancabamba and Pacasmayo.

‘ceiving consideration, no information 
is available here regarding Nanking’s 
attitude 

Dr. C. T. Wang, who is a member of 
‘the foreign affairs committee said to- 
night that while it is possible to ac- 
cept certain of the Japanese demands 
no Nationalist government accepting all 
of them could matntain the self respect 
of itselt or of the Chinese people. 

Unconfirmed reports here say that 
Secretary of State Frank B. Kellogg has 
asked the American consul, Ernest B 
Price, at Tsinan to investigate the 
situation, offering serious friendly 
mediation.

DENIES WASHINGTON 


DIRECTS WHOLE FIGHT |‘ 


Harry N. Price Tells of War 
on Secretary for “Field” 
by Magazine. 


(Associated Press.) 

Detailed and interesting account@ of 
the forces at work for and against the 
candidacy of Herbert Hoover for the 
Republican presidential nomination 
were given yesterday to the Senate 
campaign expenditures committee in 
two long sessions. 

The testimony disclosed that while 
three Hoover organizations, national in 
scope but acting independently, are do- 


ing their utmost for the Commerce Sec- 
retary, the magazine Politics published 
here is fighting Hoover and encouraging 
the field against him. 

The statement that Hoover supporters 
in California, New York and Wasning- 
ton are following sé@parate courses in 
an effort to win the nomination for the 
cabinet member came from George B. 
Lockwood, one of the generalisimos of 
his office here, and drew from Senator 
McMaster (Republican), South Dakota, 
a ripid fire of questions. The senator 
told the witness that James W. Good, 
another of those high in the Washing- 
ton Hoover councils,. had “led the com- 
mittee to believe” that the local office 
was the national headquarters, direct- 
ing the operations of those in Cali- 
fornia and New York. 


Newspaper Man on Stand. 


“I don’t think Mr. Good intended to 
leave that impression,” Lockwood pro- 
tested, explaining that the New York 
and California offices had “sprung up” 
before the one here had been organized 
and that it had not been found practi- 
cable to coordinate the work or to make 
the other offices subordinate to that in 
the National Capital. 

Before delving further into the opera- 
tions of the campaign forces for Hoo- 
ver, the committee spent more than an 
hour inquiring into the financing and 
operations of Politics, weekly maga- 
zine, 

Harry N. Price, veteran Washington 
mewspaper man and editor of Politics, 
testified that Frank J. Hale, for five 
years connected with pfohibition en- 
forcement in New York City and Wash- 
ington, was the moving spirit in the 
foundation of the paper last January 
and had stood its losses of §500 a week 
since that time. 

The investigators immediately sought 
to find out whether any one was shar- 
ing these losses with Hale, but Price 
saia@ he had no information. Later 
Harold Goldman, a New York lawyer, 
interested in the publication, said he 
was certain that Hale was paying all 
the losses out of his own pocket. 


Tells of Opposing Hoover. 


Price testified that the policy of op- 
posing the Commerce Secretary origi- 
nated with him and had its foundation 
in his belief that Hoover was neither 
“@ good American or a good Republi- 
can.” As he was excused from the 
stand he volunteered the information 
that Hale had told him that representa- 
tives of Hoover had threatened the pub- 
lisher if he did not change his policy of 
opposition. 

Pressed for details, Price said Hale 
had stated that these representatives, 
whom he understood to be Lawrence 
Richie and George B. Akerson, secre- 
taries to Hoover, had told him that un- 
less he changed the policy this country 
would be made too hot for him In the 
event of Hoover's election to the Presi- 
dency. 

From former Gov. Samuel R. Me- 
Kelvie of Nebraska, the inqulsitors re- 
ceived a voluntary statement as to his 
views on expenditures and circum- 
stances surrounding the recent contest 
for Republican delegations in his State. 
McKelvie said that it was his under- 
standing that the nine delegates elected 
for Senator Norris, a Republican inde- 
pendent, had been chosen through & 
coalition between the Norris, Lowden 
and Dawes forces in the State, a coali- 
tion which he said came about after 
Lowden’s 1uanager had stated he would 
enter the name of the Illinois Gov- 
ernor in the primary. 


Seven Witnesses Summoned. 


The former governor placed the ex- 
penses of getting the eight administra- 
tion delegates elected at .$4,700, more 
than half of which was spent in cir- 
culating the delegates’ petitions 
throughout the State. He estimated 
that the Norris-Lowden-Dawes organi- 
zation spent a much larger 6um, per- 
haps, $20,000.

Says. Lowden 


Former Governor, in New York, Declares He Has 258 
Delegates Pledged—Fears Democratic Victory if 
East and West Partnership Is Split. 


New York, May 15 (A.P.).—The New 
York Evening Post today quotes 
former Gov. Frank O. Lowden of Illi- 
nois, a candidate for the Republican 
presidential nomiantion, as saying that 
in his opinion farm relief, not prohibi- 
tion, is the real issue of the presidential 
campaign. Lowden said 258 delegates to 
Kansas City convention were 
piedged or instructed to vote for him 
on the first ballot. This «s 48 more than 
he had on the first ballot in 1920. 

Lowden, arriving in New York from 
Washington, said the Republicans could 
vin the election without carrying New 
York State, if his nomination should 
alienate Eastern support on the farm 
relief issue. 

The McNary-Haugen bill, he said, 
would benefit Eastern consumers as 
miuch as Corn Belt farmers. 

“A farm relief bill, omitting the 
equalization fee, would be like a tariff 
bill omitting the schedule,” he said. 

After talking with members of the 
Lowden for President Club, the former 


governor said “the national election 
this fall will be the hardest fought in 
years.” 

“Make no mistake about it,” he said. 
“The one way for the Republican party 
to achieve success is to maintain the 
alignment between the agricultural 
West and the industrial East. If that 
partnership is split the Democrats will 
be the victors. 

“This issue is far greater than the 
fortunes of individual candidates. . It 
means the future success of the Repub- 
lican party. The farmers must be repre- 
sented or there is serious trouble ahead 
for us.’ 

Lowden vg ng at the Hotel Bilt- 
more, where Gov. Smith has his New 
York home and campaign headquarters. 
He said he undoubtedly would call on 
the New York governor, whom he has 
known for some time. 

The former governor attended the 
New York-Detroit game at the Yankee 
Stadium and saw Bahe Ruth get two 
more home runs, 


into the campaigns of Hoover and Gov. 
Alfred E. Smith of New York, the lead- 
ing candidate for the Democratic nom!i- 
nation. It has called seven witnesses 
and expects to be in session most of 
the day.

Questioning Lockwood for nearly two 
hours at morning and afternoon 6es- 
sions the committee inquired particu- 
larly about the organization, whether 
Will H. Hays, former Postmaster Gen- 
eral, and now directing head ofthe 
moving picture industry, is active’ in 
the Hoover campaign, and as to the 
sending out of literature with the cost 
of this work. 


Hays Opposed Indiana Fight. 


Lockwood, a Muncie, Ind., publisher, 
and former secretary of the Republican 
national committee, said Hays had had 
very little to do with the campaign but 
had voluntarily advised against the 
Commerce Sécretary being entered in 
the Indiana primary in Opposition to 
Senator James E. Watson, the Repub- 
lican “favorite son” candidate. 

Lockwood testified that both the 
California Hoover organization, which 
has headquarters at San Francisco, and 
which has yet to make a financial re- 
port, and the New York office, had sent 
literature into practically all of the 
State. He also said that 700,000 pam- 
phiets containing about 15 articles each 
had been mailed out from Washington 
as well as many letters. 

When he placed the total cost of this 
at less than $10,000, McMaster ex- 
pressed surprise that this could be done 
for any such sum. The cost of mailing 
from New York and San Francisco has 
not yet been established, he said, add- 
ing that the New York office had sent 
in a report of its financial affairs but 
that it had been returned by the office 
here for the insertion of more details. 

Several of the investigators were 
rather curious about Lockwood's action 
in. résigning a $15,000 job with the 
moving picture industry to come to 
Washington to work in the Hoover or- 
ganization without pay or even nis 
expenses, but he assured them that this 
was only a result of his deep interest 
in the Hoover candidacy and his “pa- 
triotic desire” to do what he could to 
assist in the selection of a strong man 
for the Presidency. 

Tells of Huston’'s Efforts. 

This subject was adverted to several 
times by the senators. Finally Lock- 
wood said he did not think that he 
would return to his old job when he 
“faded out of the political picture” with 
the holding of the Kansas City conven- 
tion. 

Questioned about the activities of 
Claudius Huston, a former Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce under Hoover, 


Lockwood said Huston had helped with 
organization work and had raised some 
funds, but he could not say how much 
He knew these funds had not been 
turned over to the Washington office 
but could not say to which of the other 
two organizations they had gone. 

Asked about a long-distance tele- 
phone conversation he had with Hays 
at Los Angeles on the day that the 
Senate Teapot Dome committee dis- 
closed that the former Postmaster Gen- 
eral had solicited a large sum of Lib- 
erty bonds from Harry F. Sinclair to 
help defray the Republican party deficit 
in 1923, Lockwood said the conversa- 
tion had nothing to do with the Hoover 
candidacy. 

Likewise he told the committee that 
the frequent long-distance telephone 
conversations he had with Hays’ secre- 
tary in New York while the moving 
picture director was abroad had noth- 
ing to do with the campaign. He as- 
serted that they related largely to 
whether Mr. Hays should cut short his 
European trip and return here to place 
himself at the disposal of the Senate 
Teapot Dome committee again.

HOOVER STRATESISTS 
TURN ON OPPONENTS 
WITHIN OWN PARTY 


Charge of Weakness in Farm 
Districts Met by Good, Who 
Issues Statement. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 


While awaiting news from New Jer- 
sey, where the primaries were held yes- 
terday, and Oregon, where the primary 
election will be held on Friday, the 
strategists in the Hoover camp have 
determinéd to concentrate thetr ef- 
forts toward combatting what appar- 
ontly looms as the most serious, out- 
standing obstacle to the progress of 
the Hoover campaign for the nomina- 
tion at Kansas City. This obstacle is 
the so-called “defeatist movement,” 
which is spreading in RepuDlican 
ranks, and which is based on the as- 
sertion of anti-Hocver Repubficans 
that Hoover would be a sure loser in 
November against Gov. Smith because 
of the former’s weakness in the corn 
belt, and the agricultural sections of 
the country. 

The visit of Adam McMullen, Gover- 
nor of Nebraska, to the White House 
weeks ago started the agricultufal 
scare with respect to Hoover's candi- 
dacy. 

McMullen sald he told the President 
that Nebraska and other normally Re- 
publican agricultural States would 
vote for Smith rather than for a Re- 
publican who was regarded as un- 
friendly to the farmers’ plea for agri- 
cultural relief. 

Other Republicans, including Sena- 
tor Norbeck, Mark W. Woods, delegate 
at large from Nebraska, have stressed 
the same idea and followers of Low- 
den, Dawes, Curtis and Watson have 
kept this suggestion alivé from day 
te day. 

Predict Loss of Illinois. 


The result of the primaries in 
Illinois was heralded as a proof of 
Smith's strength in the City of Chi- 
cago, and Hoover’s weakness down 
State, and this was interpreted to 
mean that Illinois, as well as New York, 
would be lost to the Republicans in a 
Smith-Hoover battle this fall. 

Illinois has 29 electoral votes, it has 
been emphasized, and this vote added 
to the anticipated bloc of Smith votes 
in the East and the South puts the 
Smith score over the 266 mark, irre- 
spective of the rest of the country, 
according to the anti-Hoover fore- 
casters 

The primaries in Ohlo and Indiana 
have been analyzed by these same Re- 
publicans in such manner as to cre- 
ate the general impression that Hoover 
hag consistently been snowed under in 
all strictly agricultural localities. 

Under the circumstances, leaders in 
the Hoover camp have apparently de- 
cided that it is high time to check 
the progress of this defeatist move- 
ment. A statement published ysester- 
day that Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon thought Hoover would 0be 
é¢lected if nominated was hailed as a 
move in this direction.

Hoover for President Committee here, 
made public the following statement 
with a view to offsetting the defeatist 
impression: 

“An examination of the Indiana re- 
turns proves Secretary Hoover showed 
great strength in the _ agricultural 
areas. 

“Secretary Hoover carried a number 


of agricultural counties in the State, 


including Adams, Dearborn, Dekalb, 
La Grange, Noble, Porter, Steuben and 
Wabash. Some agricultural townships 
Secretary Hoover carried by more than 
2 to 1, and one rural precinct by 50 
to 1. In Allen, St. Joseph, Delaware, 
Wayne, Laporte and Elk art counties 
Hoover carried nearly every agricul- 
tural township. 

“A number of agricultural counties 
were lost by Mr. Hoover by narrow ma- 
jorities, Of the Democratic counties of 
the State, 42 went for Senator Watson 
and 3 for Secretary Hoover. 

“On the other hand, Secretary Hoover 
carried nearly all the counties which 
contribute heavy Republican majori- 
ties and every city of 15,000 or over in 
the State but one. 


Lack of Organization Cited. 


‘The failure of Secretary Hoover to 
carry many more of the agricultural 
counties is due only to the fact that 
in the rural districts it is more difficult 
to complete a good political organiza- 
tion within a few weeks to oppose a 
strong existing organization. 

“Secretary Hoover's friends had to 
overcome not only the personal popu- 
larity of Senator Watson, but the sup- 
port to his candidacy aided by the 
whole field of opposition candidates. 

“The Indiana result clearly shows that 
Secretary Hoover has great strength in 
agricultural sections, as has previously 
been proven in agricultural States such 
as Maine, Ohio, Michigan, Kentucky, 
Oregon, Washington, Utah and others.” 

Hoover headquarters here received re- 
ports last night that Hoover is assured 
of six delegates from Alabama. The 
State will have 15 delegates unin- 
structed. The number which may ulti- 
mately be for Hoover is not yet fore- 
cast. 

New Jersey’s 31 votes were expected 
at Hoover headquarters to drop into 
the Secretary's bag in yesterday's pri- 
maries, and Oregon's 13 delegates were 
regarded as safely for Hoover, though 
the result of the primaries will not be 
officially known until Friday evening.

Federal Trade Commission to 
Hear Local Telegraph Offi- 
cials and Others Today.

Looking into the activities of the 
Iowa committee on public utilities in- 
formation, the Federal Trade Commis- 


sion yesterday developed that the or- 
ganization had devoted itself mainly 
to removing “oLjectiona ie” text books 
from schools, flooding newspapers with 
publicity, and employing professors 
from higher educational institutions. 
Joseph Carmichael, of Des Moines, 
director of the Iowa committee, was 
the principal witness of the day. His 
assistant, Rodney Q. Selby, also of Des 
Moines, was on the stand only a short 
time to testify to the amount of pub- 
licity sent out by the committee. 
As the hearing drew to a close, Rob- 
ert E. Healy, chief counsel for the 
commission, announced that heads of 
Washington telegraph and telephone 
companies had been subpenaed to tes- 
tify today on messages to and from 
the Washington office of the Joint 
committee of national utilities asso- 
ciations, which has been under inves- 
tigaticn in the utility financing in- 
quiry under the Walsh resolution. 
Carmichael testified that his com- 
mittee conducted two surveys of text- 
books used in Iowa schools, and, by 
protesting to superintendents and 
principals, had removed certain books 
deemed unfavorable to public utilities. 
He said that $27,000 was spent an- 
nually for public relations work in 
schools, newspapers and civic bodies. 
He testified that he had helped Dean 
Cc. C. Williams, of the engineering ‘e- 
partment of the University of Iowa, 
to arrange two Iowa power conferences 
and that he had objected to including 
speakers on the program who favored 
municipal ownership of utilities. 
Under examination, Carmichael testi- 
fied that utility companies had em- 
ployed college professors for certain 
technical work and that his organiza- 
tion had paid A. H, Ford. of the State 
University, approximately $250 for com- 
piling statistical matters on privately 
and municipally owned utilities.

States Called On Only to Fur- 
nish Land That Will Not 
Cost Over $500,000.

(Associated Press.) 

The task of curbing the flood menace 
of the Father of Waters was taken over 
yesterday by the Federal Government 
with the signing by President Coolidge 
of the Mississippi River flood control 
bill. 

The President's signature transferred 
to the statute books a solution for one 
of the biggest domestic problems ever 
to confront Congress—a problem of 
such magnitude that it brought a dis- 
tinct departure from the long-standing 
policy of dealing with flood control 
projects. 

Heretofore the Federal Government 
and States have cooperated in an effort 
to control the Mississippi, but as a 
result of the disastrous flood of a year 


ago, Congress decided to make Federal 
authority alone responsible for check- 
ing the waters that 31 States pour into 
the bottle neck of the lower Mississipp! 
Valley. 

For nearly five months Congress 
wrestled with the problem with but 
slow progress. Finally the Senate 
whipped the Jones bill into shape and 
then dispatched it to the House in 
record time. House leaders also speeded 
up machinery and after a number of 
conferences with the President the 
measure was approved by an over- 
whelming vote. 


Coolidge to Speed Action. 


In line with the speed employed by 
Congress in the latter stages of its 
consideration, Mr. Coolidge intends to 
appoint as soon as possible the civil 
engineer who, with the chief of army 
engineers and the head of the Missis- 
sippt River Commission, will consti- 
tute the board which will be in charge 
of planning the engineering part of the 
control work. 

The President proposes to select a 
person for this post who is in no way 
interested in the undertaking except 
as an engineer, believing that best 
results will spring from the selection 
of & man completely divorced from 
any other interest in the region. 

Mr. Coolidge’s action in signing the 
measure received widespread approval 
at the Capitol, where leaders in recent 
weeks made a number of efforts to 
revise sections of the bill to meet ob- 
jections he had raised. Chairman Reid 
of the House flood control committee 
who was in charge of the bill in that 
body, said the President's “fairness” in 
dealing with the subject had won the 
admiration of the entire Nation. 


Lauded by Congress Leaders. 


“The signing of this bill marks an 
epoch in the history of the United 
States,” he added. “It is the great- 
est piece of constructive legislation 
ever enacted by Congress.” 

Speaker Longworth declared that he 
thought “it was a very good thing to 
have gotten the bill out of the way in 
& manner satisfactory to both the ex- 
ecutive and legislative branch of the 
Government,” while Representative 
Tilson, of Connecticut, the House Re- 
publican leader, said he was “very 
glad” Mr. Coolidge had signed the 
measure, although his action was not 
unexpected. 

The new law authorizes an appro- 
priation of $325,000,000 for carrying 
out the work. The major share of this 
amount will be used for controlling 
the flood waters from Cape Girardeau, 
Mo., to the Gulf of Mexico, except for 
furnishing by the States of the land 
needed for the foundations for the 
levees on the main river. This land is 
expected to cost only $500,000. 


Other Provisions in Law. 


Departing from the old plan of rely- 
ing solely on the levees on the main 
stream for control, the new plan pro- 
poses the construction by the Federal 
Government of diversion channels, 
known as floodways and spillways. In 
carrying out this part of the program 
the Federal Government will assume 
responsibility for damage sustained on 
lands not previously subjected to 
floods, but which might become flooded 
as a result of the control program be- 
ing carried out. 

Further the Federal Government will 
conduct a survey of the Mississippi's 
tributaries and a report will be filed 
with the Mississippi! River commission 
on the results of this work. 


9 Wyoming G. O. P. 
Delegates Unpledged 


Thermopolis, Wyo., May 15 (A.P.).— 
Nine uninstructed delegates to the Re- 
publican national convention were 
chosen at the State convention of the 
party here today. 

George R. Cross, of Converse County, 
failed in an attempt to obtain action 
on a resolution which would have 
placed Wyoming Republicans on record 
as favoring repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment. Before Cross could get a 
hearing adjustment was moved and 
carried. The renatorial candidacy of 
Representative Charles E. Winter was 
indorsed. '

Finally concluding work yesterday on 
the numerous changes ordered in the 
House revenue bill by the finance com- 
mittee, the Senate set aside today for 
the battle over repeal of the inherl- 
tance tax. 

Senator Borah, of Idaho, one of the 
Western Republican independents, 
warned yesterday that “three or four 
cays’ would be required to dispose ol! 
the inheritance tax which his group is 
insisting shall be retained in the law 
He suggested that the effort for repeal! 
be dropped, but Senators Bingham 
(Republican), New York, and Fletcher 
(Democrat), of Florida, stood firm for 
a vote on the issue. 

Despite the warning of Senator 
Borah, other opponents of the move- 
ment for repeal of this tax are ready to 
let the issue come to vote, confident 
of their ability to defeat the proposi- 
tion. Secretary Mellon has urged re- 


peal of this tax, but both Republican 
and Democratic ranks are divided on it. 


Yacht Tax Repeal Voted. 


Final work on committee amend- 
ments yesterday wrought little change 
in the total reduction of $224.000,000 
now provided by the bill in contrast 
to the $290,000,000 cut voted by the 
House. Approval was given to repeal 
uf the tax on foreign built yachts, in- 
volving about $10,000 annually. 

A -proposal to increase the _ fees 
charged physicians dealing in narcotics 
from $1 to 83 was rejected overwhelm- 
Ingly over the protest of Senator Smoot 
(Republican), of Utah, who announced 
afterward that doctors are the “most 
persistent and best propagandists” deal- 
ing with Congress. 

Senator Copeland (Democrat), of New 
York, a physician, replied that they had 
to be to get ahead of the senator from 
Utah. 


Bingham Proposal Defeated. 


Most of the dragging debate yester- 
day, which brought the Senate neal 
the end of ivs second week on the tax 
bill, was consumed in consideration of 
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an amendment drawn by Senator rite 
ham and offered by Senator Smoot. It 
would have allowed Americans in the 
Philippines the same exemptions from 
income tax in the years 1918, 1919 and 
1920 which are allowed now under the 
1921 act. It was defeated. Not even 
Senator Smoot voted for it. 

The House provision for reorganiza- 
tion of the Internal Revenue Bureau 
to permit some officers to receive sal- 
aries outside of the reclassification act 


was stricken out, and Senator Smoot, 


announced he would seek a modifica- 
tion in conference with the House. 

While the tax on foreign-built yachts 
was repealed by the Senate, the House 
voted to increase this levy five times 
over present rates, and there were indl- 
cations that this, too, would be modi- 
fied in conference. 


NEW TRADE CONTROL 
LIKELY IN PHILIPPINES 


Legislature Expected to Cre- 
ate Board Following Su- 


preme Court Decision. 


Manila, May 15 (A.P).—Creation of 
a new body for control of government- 
owned corporations in the Philippines 
at. the next session of the legislatur® 
was said in government circles here 
today to be a probable develpoment as 
the result of the tnsular board of con- 
trol decision by the United States Su- 
preme Court yesterday 

The court set aside the Philippine 
law under which the board was cre- 
ated. Senators Quezon and Osmena. 
majority leaders, contend the governor 
general, who now is the supreme power 
in handling affairs of government cor- 
porations, should share control with 
representatives of the people. 

The Supreme Court decision may af- 
tect other government boards on which 
the legislature is represented. 


BAPTIST WOMEN VOTE 
TO BACK ONLY DRYS 


Southern Missionary Union, 
Representing 440,000, Adopts 
Resolution at Convention. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., May 15 (A.P.).— 
The Southern Baptist Missionary Union 
convention, representing a membership 
of 440,000, passed a resolution late to- 
day indorsing only those candidates for 
President and Vice President who are 
strictly committed to “observance and 
vigorous enforcement of the eighteenth 
amendment and the national prohibi- 
tion act,” 

The resolution followed a militant 
address by Mrs. Ella A. Boole, president 
of the National Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union. The’ resolution 
read: 

“Resolved, That we indorse the ap- 
peal to political parties to nominate 
for President and Vice President only 
men who by platform and persona! 
declarations are committed to the ob- 
servance and vigorous enforcement of 
the eighteenth amendment and the na- 
tional prohibition act; and that we 
urge all women particularly to vote in 
the coming presidential election and to 
vote only for such candidates as repre- 
sent these principles.”

LET WORK BEGIN. 


It is gratifying to the Nation and a relief to 
the Mississippi Valley to know that work may 
now commence upon the flood control project 
authorized by Congress. Enough should have 


been accomplished by the date of next 
spring’s freshets to remove the menace under 
which the residents of the world’s biggest 
watershed have for so long lived. The haunt- 
ing fear of overflowing banks, ruined habita- 
tions and destroyed crops and belongings 
should now be removed once and for all. 

President Coolidge in signing the Jones-Reid 
bill indicated that he would select the civilian 
member of the flood control board with all 
possible dispatch. The man he is said to be 
looking for is one entirely free from local 
pressure and big enough to handle the task 
ahead of him. No engineer in the United 
States is too big for the work that must be 
done. It is to be hoped that the President 
will have no difficulty in prevailing upon a 
fully equipped leader of the profession to 
accept the post. 

The immediate problem will be the con- 
struction of the levee systems along the main 
channel and three floodways and a spillway 
to serve as an outlet for the flow of water 
which 31 States often throw into the main 
river. ‘There is an important feature of the 
bill which must'not be forgotten. It pro- 
vides for the survey of the tributary streams, 
and a report on the form and character of 
protective work which is required along their 
banks in order to lessen the pressure upon the 
Mississippi. Nothing should be allowed to 
interfere with this study, for. when Congress 
gets this report and decides upon the course of 
action to be followed, the problem of placing 
the Mississippi as a whole under control will 
have been solved. 


BARRACKS AT QUANTICO,

AN OCEANIC WEATHER FORECAST. 


If transatlantic flying is to become com- 
mercially practicable there must be created a 
comprehensive and accurate oceanic weuther 
forecasting service. Present meteorological 
offices serve satisfactorily existing ocean trans- 
portation agencies. The airplane, however, 
will compress the present five-day to two-week 
voyage into 50 hours or less, during which 
period it may have to face the complete gamut 
of weather conditions. To operate an airplane 
in safety across the ocean a peculiar and highly 
specialized type of* meteorological forecast is 
needed. Such service can not be created over- 
night. 

Looking forward to the day when giant air- 
planes and dirigibles will speed on regular 
schedule between the United States and 
Europe, representatives of meteorologica) offi- 
ces of sixteen nations have met in Paris to de- 
termine methods whereby the weather gamble 
in transoceanic flying can be obliterated. A 
number of suggestions were advanced, all of 
which will have careful consideration. It was 
pointed out that the present oceanic meteouro- 
logical services are, as far as aviation is con- 
cerned, sketchy and that there exist vast areas 


ae over the ocean where weather conditions never 
= have been explored. 


It was agreed that a 
ensive weather service covering the 
upon full co- 
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provision must be made for frequent collection 
of weather data from all ships. 

For the moment there exists no actual need 
of a more comprehensive Atlantic meteuvro- 
logical service. Yet aeronautics is experiment- 
ing continually with planes designed to fly 
across the ocean and beyond all doubt a safe 
and practical machine for intercontinental 
travel sooner or later will be produced. {[t is 
fortunate that meteorologists foresee the day 
when transoceanic flying will be commercially 
practicable, and that they are laying plans early 
for applying the weather data that then will be 
so vitally necessary. 


WASHINGTON NEEDS AN AIRPORT. 


It is most Important that action be had on 
the Stalker bi]l providing for a municipal air- 
port in the Gravelly Point area. Washington 
should not lag behind other American cities 
in providing this modern conventence. While 


other communities are building airports, the 
District continues to talk about utilization of 
Gravelly Point. It is high time to stop talking 
and get down to action, 

Opposition to the Gravelly Point plan seems 
largely to have died out. Other sites were 
suggested, but under examination it was proved 
that no other met requirements as well as 
Gravelly.Point, Consequently, civic and com- 
mercial bodies have joined with numerous 
prominent and well-informed citizens in sup- 
port of utilization of Gravelly Point. This 
site has every commendable feature. It is 
only ten minutes by motof from the heart of 
the city, situated at the very “front door” of 
Washington, and is so located that it can be 
expanded indefinitely as need arises. In addi- 
tion, since Gravelly Point is Federal property, 
Its utilization as an airport will not serve to 
reduce the taxable area of the District. 

Washington should have a class A airport, 
and it should be constructed to serve as a 
model for the Nation and the world. Just as 
Croydon airdrome serves the capital of Eng- 
land, Le Bourget the capital of France, and 
Tempelhoffer the capital of Germany, the 
municipal airport that Washington will build 
must provide every facility for the expeditious 
and safe dispatch and handling of aircraft, 
both lighter and heavier than air. It will] 
cost only $1,500,000 to construct in two years 
a model airport on Gravelly Point. Baltimore 
already has authorized a bond issue of this 
amount, and will spend $700,000 this year in 
creating an airport that ultimately will cost 
close to $4,000,000. Washington might save 
a few dollars by delaying completion of its 
airport beyond two years, but with commercial 
aeronautics developing at such a great rate 
it is best that the work be completed as ex- 
peditiously as possible. Let Congresa act 
forthwith, so that there can be constructed a 
model airport for Washington within two 
years. 


PLANE-TRAIN TRANSPORTATION. 


Development of transcontinental passenger 
air lines has’ been retarded because of the 
fact that night flying at best is uncomfortable. 
The air mail system has been carrying pas- 
sengers for hire for some time, transporting 
them from New York to San Francisco, if no 
delays are encountered en route, in 31 hours, 
Mail pilots, however, do not like to carry 
passengers on the night hops when the 
weather is at all inclement, so that a through 
passenger air route from coast to coast is 
hardly a practical reality. For some time 
the rumor has been current that a transcon- 
tinental passenger line was in the process of 
formation in which the airplane would be 
utilized for daylight hops and existing rail 
transportation lines for the night hauls. It 
now appears that these rumors are about to 
materialize. 

The project of forming a new transconti- 
nental transportation system has reached the 
capitalization stage. An entirely new com- 
pany is being organized, it is said, with a 
capitalization of $5,000,000, to combine exist- 
ing railroads and air lines into a system by 
which passengers will be carried from New 
York to San Francisco in approximately 48 
hours. The Eastern field will be covered by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad and the National 
Air Transport Co., and for the Western field 
overtures have been made to the Atchison, 
Topeka & Kansas and the Santa Fe Railroads 
and the Boeing Air Transport and the Western 
Air Transport Companies. 
of the fiscal plan and its conditions, it is 


| said, will determine in a large measure which 


air and rail line companies will participate 
in the combine. | 

The development is entirely logical. Ulti- 
mately there will be giant air liners in which 
passengers will be transported comfortably 
and safely at night as well as during the day 
and without regard to weather conditions. 
This day seems far off, however, and for the 
time being when speed is an important 
consideration, both safety and comfort 
will) be best served by utilizing Pullman 
coaches for night hauls and airplanes during 
daylight hours. The fact that some 70-odd 
hours would be saved through a coordinated 
plané-train transcontinental journey as com- 
pared with a similar journey utilizing the 
train alone indicates well that there would 
be public demand for such service. 

Both railway and air line operators will 
gain through coordination. The former real- 
ize that the airplane is bound to affect their 
business. By adopting it, as they have the 
motor truck, then can turn it to practical 
advantage. Air line operators ard interested 
in establishing commercial] passenger lines, but 
they have indicated an inclination to go slow 
until such time as they can carry passengers 
as safely as other transportation agencies. By 
confining their flying to daylight hours, this 
can be done, and by transferring the respon- 
sibility for the night hau) to the railroads 
they can begin immediately to build up a long- 
haul clientele. 


“GOING TO THE DOGS.” 


The extraordinary hold taken by greyhuund 
racing on the British public in a very brief 
space of time has given rise to that most ob- 
vious, most trite, and therefore most detest- 
able of puns, that England is going to the 
dogs. Literally, the statement may be true; 
in its metaphorical sense, it may be very wide 
of the mark. But the reformer is always on 
the job and the yeast of puritanism is always 
ready to rise, and so this latest and apparently 
most popular of all sports has fallen foul of 


those particular brands of the unco guid who_ 


style themselves the ‘National Emergency 
Committee of ‘ Citizens.” The mem- 
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selves together to fight and, if possible, con- 
quer the evils of greyhound racing. These 
evils, as more or less categorically stated, are 
that this i@ a low and debased form of sport: 
that it is both undermining the morale and 
dissipating the scanty resources of the poor; 
that it tempts children to gamble away their 
pennies; and that, through the medium of 
thousands of grown-ups, who ought to know 
better, it is enriching hundreds of unscrupu- 
lous bookmakers to the detriment alike of 
the national treasury and of national thrift. 

Such prodigious progress have both grey- 
hound racing and the agitation against it made 
that the whole subject has been engaging the 
attention of parliament for some time past, 
and a bill giving local authorities powers to 
forbid the contests has actually passed its first 
reading. What the ultimate fate of that bill 
will be remains to be seen. In the meantime, 
however, a contribution to the gayety of 
nations has been made by the discovery. that 
the bill has among its most energetic sup- 
porters representatives of every branch of the 
liquor trade. The allegation is that as the 
greyhound races are run in the evenings, at 
the very hour when thousands of spectators 
would be taking their ease and doing their soci- 
able drinking in the public houses or saloons, 
the sale of intoxicating beverages has shrunk 
considerably: Therefore, runs the argument, 
to Jericho with your greyhounds and give us 
back our beer-drinking and whisky-consuming 
customers, 

That line of reasoning, logical enough in 
the quarters whence it comes, is naturally 
embarrassing to the embattled Christian citi- 
zens, especially as a strong body of public 
opinion is asking whether the greyhound rac- 
ing or the saloon is the greater evil. 


MARY WEBB, 


In one of those charming literary talks for 
which he is now so famous, Stanley Baldwin, 
the British prime minister, drew attention to a 


writer of whom few people have ever heard, 
and whom he yet praised in the highest terms. 
Mr. Baldwin was presiding over the 138th an- 
niversary dinner of the Royal Literary Fund, 
and he astounded most of his hearers by fre- 
lating the following experience: 


It was at Christmas time twelve months 
ago that a friend of mine put a book into 
my bag and,said: ‘‘Read this in the holi- 
day. I think you will like it.” I had 
never heard of the book or the name of 
the authoress, but I started to read it, and 
when I was reading it I thought that, 
whether this book is known or whether it 
is not, it seems to me, so far as I am able 
to judge, a book of absolutely first-class 
quality. Now, we people who read books 
do not often feel like that, and when I got 
back to London I ran across two old 
friends of mine, one of whom is in this 
room, John Buchan, and James Barrie, 
and I said to them in turn and separately: 
‘“‘Have you ever heard of a woman called 
Mary Webb? I have just read a book of 
hers, which I think is one of the best 
books of its kind I have every read.’’ And 
each of them gave me practically the same 
reply. They said: ‘‘Yes. She is one of 
about the three best living writers of 
English today, but nobody buys her 
books’’—to which I immediately replied, 
“IT had not heard of her.” 


It is a pity that Mary Webb is not alive to 
read this panegyric. It would have delighted 
her beyond measure, and it would certainly 
have created a demand for her books. She 
died, however, in October, 1927, at the age of 
46. She was born in a little Shropshire vil- 


lage, and she began writing verses at ee -_ “ | in the highest sense. 
n 1912 


10. Her maiden name was Meredith. 
she married Henry Bertram Law Webb, a Cam- 
bridge graduate, who was a schoolmaster. It 
is true that her early novels, such as “The 
Golden Arrow,” “The House im Dormer 
Forest,” and many others, were neglected by 
the public, and that they are, most of them, 
now out of print, but in 1924 she produced 
“Precious Bane,” for which she was awarded 
the ‘‘Femina—Vie Heureuse” prize for 1924- 
1925. This prize is given annually for the 
best work, in prose or verse, descriptive of 
English life, filled with national spirit, and 
written by an author who has not gained much 
recognition, 

‘“‘Precious Bane’’ is probably the book to 
which Mr. Baldwin referred. It appears to 
have slowly won its way to popularity, as its 
publishers state that it has been selling well 
in the last few months. It is supposed to be 
narrated by Prue Sarn, who, during a ‘ife of 
hard work on a farm, manages to find timc to 
keep a diary couched in the Shropshire dialect. 
It is a safe prediction that Mrs. Webb’s poems 
and novels will speedily’ have for the public an 
interest that they never previously possessed, 


SALVATION ARMY HEADQUARTERS. 


The Salvation Army is engaged in a cam- 
paign to raise $350,000 with which to erect 
a structure to house its many activities. For 
years this organization has struggled along 
as best it could, with inadequate facilities and 
with inadequate funds. Seldom has it celled 
upon the public for aid. Now the opportunity 
is presented the public to demonstrate in ma- 
terial form the'regard in which it holds the 
Salvation Army. The response to the appeal 
should be generous. 

Few organizations ft the country havé 
earned public recognition in greater measure. 
The Salvation Army works with those upon 
whom fortune hag turned her back. It sheiters 
and feeds homeless derelicts and attempts to 
bring them back to society. It aids work- 
wearied mothers and takes pallid-faced chil- 
dren on country vacations. No appeal for as- 
sistance is too small, and none too large, for 
the Salvation Army to answer. 

So that it may carry on its work properly, 


the Salvation Army wants to erect a head-— 


quarters building to serve also as a social 
service center. The capital investment that 
such a project makes necessary will earn hand- 
some return in the unselfish service the or- 
ganization renders the homeless and unfortu- 
nate of the entire community, for with modern 
equipment the efficiency that has obtained in 
the past will be increased considerably. The 
appeal for funds for the erection of a Salva- 
tion Army headquarters structure should meet 
with generous response.

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Chil- 
dren, old people, women, the excitable, 
the slow-thinking, the olind, the lame, 
the foolish—constituting 95 per cent of 
those who are struck by automobiles— 
can not be taught to save themselves. 

The motorists who have little regard 
for the safety of others, who fee] (not 
think) that others must keep out of 
their way or take the consequences, 
who are excitable or slow-thinking or 
foolish, who are so mentally or tempera- 
mentally unfit that they should not 
be allowed to drive—the ones who strike 
65 per cent of the pedestrians—can 
not be taught to drive safely. 

An automobile is a dangerous imple- 
ment. Pedestrians have right of way 
at all times—not merely at crossings. 
All courts have upheld that. It Is 
the duty of a motorist to so handle his 
machine as not to endanger anybody 
—and especially to take no chances. 
Failure to do so ts the cause of every 
injury to a pedestrian. 

No motorist is justified in approach- 
ing a crossing or an obstruction to 
vision, or a pedestrian seen or unseen. 
at such a speed that he can not stop 
in time to avoid accident. Is it bet- 
ter to kill scores and injure thousands 
or continue the high speed and crim- 
inal neglect? 

How many prosecutions have there 
been during the past year for killing 
pedestrians? How many convictions? 
The answer is astounding. 

Unquestionably the failure of the po- 
lice to get evidence in such cases, of 
coroners to properly instruct juries as 
to the law, and of prosecuting attorneys 
to bring cases to trial has tended to 
immensely increase accidents because 
of the absence of the deterrent and 
educational effect that would have ex- 
isted otherwise.

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ARCHBISHOP BLAMES 
MEXICAN ILLS ON U. S. 


San . Antonio Prelate, at the 
Funeral of Exiled Bishop, 
Urges Manly Protest. 


San Antonio, Tex:, May 15 (A.P.).— 
Declaring the United States was “largely 
responsible for the present Mexican 
tragedy,” Archbishop Arthur 1: Dros- 
saerts, of San Antonio, in‘a funeral ora- 
tion here today over the body of Bishop 
Ignacio Valdezpino, exiled Catholic 
prelate of Aguas Calientes, Mexico, 
called on the Washington Government 


to deliver “a manly protest” against 
what he termed barbarous oppression 
by the Calles administration, 

Archbishop Drosseaerts reviewed, the 
deportation of the Mexican Catholic 
ciergy and the death here three weeks 
ago of the head of the Mexican hierachy, 
the Most Rev. Jose Mora y Del Rio. 

“The saddest feature of the situa- 
tion,” he said, “is the apathy of the 
civilized world. We see poor Mexico 
wounded to death, and—we may as well 
face the facts—bound with shackles 
we have helped forge. Did we not sup- 
port the unspeakable Carranza, en- 
courage the arch bandit Pancho Villa, 
and lift into the presidential chair 
Alvaro Obregon? Are we not now bid- 
ding for the friendship of Calles? In 
the final analysis we are largedy re- 
sponsible for the present Mexican 
tragedy 

“We do not want war with Mexico, 
but does not decency, humanity and 
love of liberty demand a manl§ pro- 
test from the civilized nations of the 
world?”

AUTONOMY IN METHODIST 
FIELDS ABROAD DEBATED 


Discussion Crowds Out Pro- 
hibition Question in the 
General Assembly. 


M’CONNELL EXONERATED 


Kansas City, Mo., May 15 (A.P.).— 
Following formal procedure in clearing 
Bishop Francis J. McConnell, of Pitts- 
burgh, of charges preferred by the Rev 
George A. Cooke, of Wilmington, Del., 
the quadrennial general conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church today 


was thrown tmto a debate involving 
local autonomy in the foreign fields 
that was unfinished at adjournment. 

The debat* centered around a com- 
mission’s recommendation that church 
discipline be amended to allow central 
or regional conferences the right to 
choose their own bishops, an authority 
now vested in the general conference. 

Summary dismissal of the charge of 
maladministration and a_ technical 
count of “immorality” brought against 
the Pittsburgh bishop constituted a 
ratification of last week’s unanimous 
conference action in extending Bishop 
McConnell a vote of confidence. To- 
day’s action was on the recommenda- 
tion of the episcopacy committee which 
had delved further into the complaint. 

The count of “immorality” cited an 
article written by Bishop McConnell in 
which it was alleged he gave approval 
to the teaching of the theory of evw- 
lution. It also charged he had certi- 
fied to an incomplete annual confer- 
ence report. The maladministration 
specification involved the bishop's 
conduct of the Wilmington annual con- 
ference of 1927 

Prohibition resolutions slated for 
discussion today were lost in the 
autonomy debate which threatened to 
las: throughout tomorrow. 

Conference approval of the proposed 
legislative change would lack finality, 
in that all annual and lay electoral 
conferences must ratify by a two-thirds 
majority... A year would be required 
for these. 

The local autonomy issue was pro- 
voked by insistence of Indian, Chinese 
and South American delegates that 
they be given a voice in the conduct 
of their own affairs.

Mr. Lannin was born in Quebec 67 
years ago. /s a boy of 15 he obtained 
a bellroy’s job in Boston and began 
laying the foundation of a fortune 
which he invested in rea) estate and 
several baseball clubs. 

He owned the Red Sox from 1914 to 
1916, during which time the club won 
two world series before he sold his 
holding to H. H. Frazee and associates 
for a price understood to have been 
$1,000,000. At other times he was 
owner of the Buffalo Baseball Club, the 
Newark Baseball Club, the Boston 
Braves and the’ Providence, champions 
of the International League. 

As owner of Roosevelt Field, where 
Lindbergh started to Paris, Mr. Lannin 
established the property as a perma- 
nent airdrome. He also owned other 
valuable real estate on Long Island, 
including the five courses of the Salis- 
bury Club. He maintained a winter 
home at Tarpon Springs, Fla. 

Mr. Lannin married Miss Margaret 
Furlong, of Boston, where he made his 
home during his residence in Boston.

CHEVY CHASE ARCHITECT

$100,000 Contract for Bank 
Structure at Rockville 
ls Awarded. 


What was sald to be the highest price 
ever offered for county bonds in the 
State of Maryland ‘was disclosed yes- 
terday when bids for three issues of 
bonds, aggregating $400,000, were 
opened by the Montgomery County 
board of commissioners at its weekly 


meeting at Rockville. 

The money derived from the sale of 
the bonds will be used in the recon- 
struction of the county courthouse, for 
a new jail and to add gymnasiums to 
public high school buildings. The Bal- 
timore Trust Co., jointly with Hamble- 
ton & Co., of Baltimore; offered 106.18 
as a round price for the three issues. 
At that price, the county will realize 
a premium of $27,810. The commis- 
sioners accepted the bid. 

The county commissioners said that 
the high price bid undoubtedly reflects 
the prosperity and growth of Mont- 
gomery County, and shows that finan- 
clal interests have confidence in the 
management of the county's affairs, be- 
sides indicating a belief in the future 
development of the county, especially 
that section of it that is known as the 
Maryland metropolitan area. 

The courthouse bonds will be $250,- 
000 in amount, and will be issued in 
denomination of $1,000. They will be 
redeemable at the rate of $5,000 an- 
nually from June 1, 1938, until and in- 
cluding June 1, 1945, after which they 
will be redeemable at the rate of 810.000 
per year until they are absorbed.

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Why Plunge the Government 


Into the Fertilizer Business 


ISINFORMATION and _ wmisrepresentation of 
facts threaten to project the Nation into a vast 
socialistic adventure in a field where private 

enterprise has fully supplied the growing needs for 75 
years. 


Note what a distinguished member of the House from 
Alabama recently incorrectly stated on the floor—then 
note the facts: 


Misstatement: The nitrate plant at Muscle 
Shoals is the largest in the world. 


Fact: The capacity of this plant is 40,000 tons of nitrogen yearly. 
The great privately-owned German plant at Merseberg has a ca- 
pacity of over 400,000 tons or ten times that of Muscle Shoals. 
Furthermore, it is a modern plant. The plant at Oppau has over 
three times the Muscle Shoals capacity. Since the Muscle Shoals 
plants were completed, private enterprise in the United States has 
developed a capacity of 30,000 tons—*4 of the Muscle Shoals rated 
capacity—and by 1930, if not discouraged by Government com- 
petition, this production should reach 75,000 tons. 


Misstatement: After the war the fertilizer in- 
dustry scorned the idea of taking over this 
development. 


Fact: The fertilizer industry has suffered losses of more than 
$200,000,000 because of the post-war slump in values, uncollectable 
farm debts and uneconomic competition caused by overproduc- 
tion. By what stretch of imagination could an industry so crip- 
pled by war-created excess capacity and other factors take over 
so enormous an enterprise? The plants at Muscle Shoals cost 


over $150,000,000. Furthermore, as a business proposition, it is . 


doubtful if the Muscle Shoals nitrate plants can be operated prof- 
itably under present conditions without a subsidy. 


Misstatement: The plants in Germany and 
other European countries, built for war pur- 
poses, are now being used for the benefit. of 
agriculture. 


Fact: It is widely known that they are supplying all industries, 
not agriculture alone. All the German plants are owned and ope- 
rated by private enterprise and this year they are producing 
about 550,000 metric tons (2,204 lbs.) of pure nitrogen. This is 
equal to over 3,800,000 tons of nitrate of soda oy over 3,000,000 
tons of sulphate of ammonia. There is only éne government- 
owned and operated plant, the French plant at Toulouse, built 
since the war. The Chamber of Deputies has appropriated 250,- 
000,000 francs for this plant and has recently declined an addi- 
tional 40,000,000 francs to cover deficits. 


Misstatement: The Muscle Shoals plant is the 
only air-nitrogen plant in the United States. 


Fact: There are 7 plants in the United States. They are located 
at Syracuse and Niagara Falls, N. ¥. (three plants); Seattle, 
Wash.; Belle, W. Va., and Pittsburg, Calif. An eighth plant at 
Peoria, Ill., has been turned over to the production of methanol. 
The Syracuse plant is now making the equivalent of over 100,000 
tons of nitrate of soda. The Allied Dye and Chemical Corpora- 
tion, located at Hopewell, Va., on tidewater, with access to fine 
coal . marine freight rates and with the knowledge and exper- 
ience SAined by successful operation of the Syracuse plant since 
1921, is building the first unit of a plant which is to have a capac- 
ity equivalent to nearly 30,000 tons of ammonia nitrogen. By 
1930 this plant is expected to reach 75,000 tons. It is understood 
that this production is to go entirely into the domestic and for- 
eign fertilizer market. Every pound of ammonia made in the 
United States, no matter for what specific purpose it may be in- 
tended, makes that much more nitrogen available for agriculture. 


Misstatement: The farmer gets 16% of nitro- 
gen and 84% of dirt when he buys nitrate of 
soda. “‘Dirt 1s worth only $5.00 an acre in my 
country.’’ 


Fact: Nitrogen is a gas. It must be combined with other ele- 
ments in order to supply it to the soil. To say that the 27% of 
sodium and 5614% of oxygen contained in the chemical compound

known as nitrate of soda are “dirt” is the same as to say that the 
78147 of calcium, carbon and other extraneous matter in cyana- 
mid, or the 6% of hydrogen, 24!4% of sulphur and 4814% of oxy- 
gen in sulphate of ammonia are “dirt.” The associated materials 
are plant foods or are otherwise of value to growing crops. 


Misleading: Farmers must pay freight on a 
6,000-mile haul from Chile on their mtrate. 


Fact: That is true but the United States Shipping Board states 
that the present rate per long ton is $5.15 to $5.25, equal to $4.60 
to $4.70 per short ton. The freight on manufactured fertilizer 


from Muscle Shoals to Baton Rouge would be about $5 per short 
ton. 


Misstatement: There is no private capital im- 
vested in the manufacture of air mtrogen for 
the benefit of agriculture in the United States. 


Fact: Every pound of ammonia produced by every process is 
directly or indirectly available for agriculture. If fixed nitrogen 
displaces aqua ammonia used in the manufacture of anhydrous 
ammonia and other chemicals in the arts and industries, the am- 
monia thus released directly and indirectly immediately becomes 
available for agriculture. Sulphate of ammonia is a far more im- 
portant nitrogen-carrying ingredient of complete fertilizers than 
nitrate of soda which is used chiefly as a top and side dressing. 
Of sulphate we made 715,976 tons in 1926. It carries 20% of 
nitrogen as ammonia, while cyanamid carries approximately 
2114,% and nitrate of soda 16”. So far is the United States from 
any true shortage of nitrogen that 157,000 tons of sulphate of 
ammonia were exported in 1926. 


Misstatement: The farmers of America are 


paying the Government of Chile $11,000,000 a 
year in export taxes. 


Fact: The average total tax on the American imports during the 
past eight years has been about $9,800,000 a year. This includes 
use for all purposes—agriculture, explosives, chemicals, glass, 
etc. The average part of the tax paid by farmers for eight years 
is slightly over $6,000,000, not $11,000,000. Our Government it- 
self imposes an import duty of $5.00 per ton on sulphate of 
ammonia. 


The cyanamid pian at Muscle Shoals has a theoretical capacity 
of 40,000 tons of nitrogen yearly. Dependent on the form in 
which it is sold, this quantity is worth at present wholesale 
market values from $6,200,000 to $7,600,000. To realize this 
amount the pending legislation proposes to disrupt a functioning 
industry with an invested capital of about $325,000,000 that serves 
over 2,250,000 farmers. It proposes also to dedicate to this pur- 
pose an investment of about $150,000,000, which will be increased 
to possibly $200,000,000 if the Cove Creek dam and other contem- 
plated structures are built. 


What business man would considex investing stockholders’ 

(taxpayers’) money in a venture with such a rate of turnover?

The misconceptions answered above serve amply to 
demonstrate the complexity of this problem and the 
danger of accepting half-truths and misinformation as 
a basis for action. The problem is too important and the 
decisions to be made are too far-reaching for haphazard 
judgments. 


We therefore repeat our recommendation to Congress 
that the problem of Muscle Shoals be allowed to lie over 
until the next session of Congress in December. In the 
meantime, let representatives of the Government, or- 
ganized agriculture, the electric power industry, the fer- 
tilizer industry and other interested groups get together

HARD CORNERS AND 
“PRESENT MARKS.” 

_ READER writes to ask advice on 
how to get rid of hard skin at 
the outer corners of the finger- 

nails and white marks on the nails 
themselves, 

I wonder if my correspondent gives 
the skin at the sides of the nails as 
careful and as regular attention as she 
gives to polishing and shaping the 
nails. This care is as important as any 
other part of the manicure. 

In preparing for the manicure, the 
finger-tips, if there is a tendency to- 
ward hard skin surrounding the nails, 
should be soaked in olive oil every day 
for from fifteen to twenty minutes. 
This olive-oil treatment will not only 
keep the skin in good condition, but 
will tend to prevent the nalis from be- 
coming too brittle. If the skin at the 
corners of the nails has become mark- 
ediy roughened I advise the use of a 
softening preparation to-be applied to 
the finger-ends every night. The fol- 
lowing is a good one. 

Two ounces of glycerin, two ounces 
of rose-water, ten drops of tincture of 
benzoin, two tablespoonfuls of lemon- 
juice, one ounce of white vaseline, one 
ounce of beef suet, purified, one ounce 
of white wax and ten drops of oll of 


rose. Mix the vaseline over a flame 
with the wax and suet. Remove from 
the fire and stir in the other in- 
gredients gradually. Add the oil of rose 
last. 

Massage for each finger separately is 
important. When you are massaging 
the hands with cold cream, grasp each 
finger In turn with the thumb and fore- 
finger of the other hand and massage 
with a pinching movement that will 
deaw the skin away from the corners 
of the nails. 

As to the white marks, sometimes 
called “present marks,” on the nails, 
they may have been caused by brulsing 
or by some lack of nourishment. If the 
former is the cause be very careful not 
to pinch or knock the finger-tips 
against hard objects;.if the latter is 
the cause, massage will help. A mixture 
of equal parts of turpentine and myrrh 
will make a good paste for removing 
the marks It should be applied to 
each nail pefore retiring and allowed 
to remain on over night. It should be 
removed the next morning with the aid 
of a little olive-oil. 

A very good habit indeed is to press 
back the cuticle at the base of the nails 
with the towel after the hands have 
been dried. This simple treatment will 
help to stimulate the supply of nour-

SALVATION ARMY WORK 
LAUDED BY DOUGHERTY 


Hopes for Success of Building 
Fund Drive at Work- 
er’s Luncheon. 
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SHOWALTER TALKS TODAY 


The Salvation Army in Washington, 
through its work of making the “down 
and outers” better citizens, decreases 
the amount of police work in this city, 
declared Commissioner Proctor L. 
Dougherty, in an address at a luncheon 
of the workers in the Salvation Army's 
campaign here for $350,000, in the ball- 
room of the National Press Club Build- 
ing yesterday. 

Commissioner Dougherty declared it 
has been estimated that without the 
Salvation Army in London, 5,000 more 
policemen would be needed in that city. 

The Commissioner expressed both the 
belief and hope that the organization’s 
campaign for funds to ald in its $500,- 
000 building project on the southwest 
corner of Sixth and E streets will be a 
success. 

Pointing out that the Salvation Army 
will have to vacate its property on 
lower Pennsylvania avenue, due to its 
being on a site to be taken over by the 
| Federal Government for a building 
project, Commissioner Dougherty sald 
that in that respect the organization is 
iike the District government, which also 
will have to abandon its building for 
the Federal Government. Maj. Gen. 
Anton Stephan, chairman of team or- 
ganization for the campaign, also de- 
livered a brief address.
